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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 5, 9 and 10 provides for the use of an ink composition, but, since the 
claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claims 5, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
recitation of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an 
improper definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process 
claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 
1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 
1966). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Koitabashi et al (US Patent 6,471,757). 

Koitabashi et al teach an ink composition comprising a self-dispersing pigment 
and an anionic dye in which at least one anionic group is bonded on a surface of the 
pigment directly or through another atomic group and having a Ka value of less than 1 
ml»m" 2 »msec" 1/2 according to a Bristow method (abstract and col. 4 lines 22-37). The 
reference also teaches that the anionic dye may have a disazo or trisazo structure. The 
amount of color material as a mixture of pigment and dye is 0.1 to 1 5 percent by weight 
(col. 8 lines 27-45). The aqueous organic solvents that may be present in the ink 
composition may include 2-pyrrolidone (col. 8 line 52-col.9 line 17). The ink 
composition may be used for forming an image on a printing medium by the use of a 
well-known ink-applying means (col. 10 lines 34-45). The reference remains silent to 
the specific components of the ink jet recording apparatus. However it is the position of 
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the Examiner that the recording apparatus as taught by the reference would obviously 
have the same components because the reference teaches that well-known ink 
applying means may be used absence evidence to the contrary. The reference also 
remains silent to the amount of solvent present in the ink composition. However, the 
amount of solvent present in the examples would overlap Applicant's claimed range and 
therefore would satisfy Applicant's formulas set forth in claims 1 and 2. 

Koitabashi et al and the claims differ in that Koitabashi et al does not teach the 
exact same proportions as recited in the instant claims. 

However, one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would 

have considered the invention to have been obvious because the compositional 

proportions taught by Koitabashi et al overlap the instantly claimed proportions and 

therefore are considered to establish a prima facie case of obviousness. It would have 

been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to select any portion of the disclosed 

ranges including the instantly claimed ranges from the ranges disclosed in the prior art 

reference, particularly in view of the fact that; 

"The normal desire of scientists or artisans to improve 
upon what is already generally known provides the 
motivation to determine where in a disclosed set of 
percentage ranges is the optimum combination of 
percentages", In re Peterson 65 USPQ2d 1379 (CAFC 2003). 

Also. In reGeisler 43 USPQ2d 1365 (Fed. Cir. 1997); In re Woodruff . 16 USPQ2d 1934 
(CCPA 1976); In re Malaqari . 182 USPQ 549, 553 (CCPA 1974) and MPEP 2144.05.
